Mr. Chamberlain’s Economical Expert. 


Professor W. A. Hewins, who ‘is resigning 
his post as the Prine Spal of the London School of 
Economics to take up work connected with Mr. 
Chamberlain’s fiscal proposals, has been known 
for some time past as one of the chief economic 
authorities who favoured Mr. Chamberlain’s 
view. What is the nature of the work which 
Professor Hewins is about to undertake is at 
present a matter that must be regarded as con- 
fidential, unless Mr. Chamberlain should himself 
see fit to disclose it; but it is no secret that 
Professor Hewins has for some time past written 
a great deal, both anonymously and over his 


| signature, in support of Mr. Chamberlain’s pro- 


posals. The details of Professor Hewins’ publie 
career are tolerably well known. Educated at 
iverhampton and Pembroke , Oxford, 
began his publ ic career as an economist in 
1888 as a University Extension Lecturer. 
years afterwards he was invited to organise the 
proposed London School of Economics. This 
school has now become part of London Uni- 
versity ; and its sphere of usefulness has been 
very widely extended since its foundation. He

HE King and Queen Go to Sandringham. 
The aeg and Queen left Windsor on Monday 
morning for London, and after a few hours’ stay 
at Buckingham Palace proceeded by special train 
to Sandringham. 


Royal Visitors’ Departure. — The King and 
Queen of Italy concluded their brief visit to England on 
Saturday. Their Majesties left Windsor Castle at about 
nine a.m., and p: led to the railway-station, where 
a great crowd had assembled. The Royal adieus were 
exchanged within the saloon of the train. King Edward 
kissed the hand of Queen Elena, and the departing monarch 
similarly saluted Queen Alexandra. As the train moved 
out the two Kings exchanged cordial hand-grips, while 
handkerchiefs fluttered until the train was out of 
sight. The Prince of Wales, who travelled from 
Windsor in the special train, accompanied the Italian 
Sovereigns aboard the a yacht at Portsmouth. Good- 
byes having been said, the ee came ashore, and the 
yacht steamed for Cherbourg, escorted by a squadron of 
cruisers and destroyers. Before leaving Windsor, King 
Victor and Queen Elena gave expression to the intense 
gratification which they had derived from their stay in 
England. King Victor made a number of valuable pre- 
sents, and Queen Alexandra, as a parting gift, presented 

, Queen Elena with a beautiful sable collie-dog.

as it soared higher ‘and higher, the crowd gave vent to 
their admiration. After one or two graceful evolutions, 
the air-ship answering her helm with remarkable prompti- 
tude, the Jaune, at a height of about 450 ft. was heided in 
the direction of the Trocadéro, and passing the Eiffel 
Tower on the left, arrived over the Military Park, having 
covered the intervening five miles in 27 min. Then an 
unfortunate accident occurred. Just as the Jaune was 
nearing the ground, the wind, which had been gradually 
rising, grew suddenly violent, and an unexpected gust 
caught the immense envelope and blew it with territic force 
againsta tree. There was an ominous ripping sound, im- 
mediately followed by a strong smell of gas, and the huge 
balloon, torn and deflated, fell in a shapeless mass upon 
the car, which came heavily to the earth, its two occupants 
buried under the folds of the wrecked air-ship. Willing 
hands came to the rescue, and in a few moments M. 
Juchmes and his mechanic were pulled out from beneath 
the débris of the demolished balloon with nothing worse 
than a few bruises. 


SwinSling a Marquis.—At the Central Criminal 
Court last week, a middle-aged man named Arthur Edward 
Sanders Sebright was charged with having by false pre- 
tences caused and induced the Marquis of Downshire to 
accept two bills of exchange for £5750 each. Mr. Eldon 
Bankes prosecuted, and Mr. Horace Avory appeared for 
the prisoner. The noble Marquis was submitted to a 
merciless cross-examination, and in his speech for the 
defence Mr. Avory declared that if there was one person 
in the world who was not entitled to any sympathy 
from the court, it was the prosecutor. The Marquis 
had ‘said he was unacquainted with bills of exchange. It 
was, said counsel, a strong thing to ask even a Chancery 
Court, whith exercised a special care over infants 
and fools, to believe that a man of thirty-two did 
not know the appearance of a bill of exchange. The 
Recorder, in summing-up, said that there was no doubt in 
his mind that the Marquis had experience of bills of 
exchange. It was a question for the jury whether they 
were satisfied that when he signed the two bills he was led 
to believe by Sebright that it was a mere formality that he 
should do so. Without leaving the box the jury returned 
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a verdict of ‘‘ Guilty.’ Prisoner was thereupon sentenced 
to eighteen months’ hard labour, the Recorder observing 
that very little sympathy was due to the Marquis, who had 
placed himself in a position which made him most open to 
Sebright’s devices. 


Sham Nobleman Gets Seven Years.—At the 
Old Bailey a young man named Harry Wood, aged 
twenty-six, was sentenced to seven years’ penal servitude 
for forgery and fraud. Detective-Sergeant Palfrey told 
the story of prisoner’s amazing career. Wood is the son 
of a docker, but has lived by fraud for the past ten years. 
He first defrauded an old couple of £100 by representing 
that, on coming of age, he would inherit a huge fortune. 
At Southend he passed for a considerable time as an officer 
and a nobleman. Culling himself “ Lieutenant Edwards, 
son of Earl Leitrim, of Leitrim Castile, Ireland,” he 
married a young lady, and after exhausting her 
money, saidjgthat his father, the Earl, intended to 
have the marriage annulled, and allow her £100 a year 
after they had parted. Wood subsequently posed as 
a man of great wealth, with vast estates and a share in a 
diamond-mine worth £120,000. He succeeded in duping 
many persons with this story, in addition to which he 
defrauded tradesmen with bogus cheques, and carried on a 
systematic course of blackmailing-fur years. 


Ex-Detective Sentenced to Twenty Years.— 
At the Old Bailey last week William Taylor James, 
formerly a detective in the Metropolitan Police, was 
charged with the wilful murder of Dorcas Pizer, his sister- 
in-law, by shooting her at Clerkenwell on the night of 
Oct. 6. Throughout the trial the accused sat in the dock 
with his face buried in his handkerchief. After a con- 
sultation of twenty-five minutes, the jury found a verdict 
of manslaughter. Sentence was postponed until Saturday, 
when James, on being asked what he had to say, tearfully 
replied—“‘I am exceedingly sorry, my Lord. I had no 
intention of doing her any harm.” Mr. Justice Walton 
said he was afraid prisoner went to the house with hatred 
and malice in his heart and a murderous intention against 
his wife, from whom he was separated, though with no ill- 
will against the deceased. But when he fired the shot he 
must bave known it was likely to do his sister-in-law 
injury — his recklessness might almost have justified a 
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verdict of murder. ‘The sentence would therefore be the 
severe one of twenty years’ penal servitude. ~~ 


The Bogus Marriage Case.—At the Central 
Court a schoolmaster, namel Frank Collett, was 
with unlawfully a a false marriage cer- 

tifleate. The prisoner himself as a single man 
to a young girl named Nellie Bliss, and became engaged to 
her. The marriage was arranged to take place on May 2, but 
as the girl’s mother was seriously ill it was decided that the 
ceremony should be performed at a London registry office. 
For this purpose Miss Bliss came to London with Collett, 
who purchased a wedding-ring, and took her into a 
building which she understood was a registry office, Three 
other men were present, and after certain formalities the 
ring was placed on Miss Bliss’s finger, und she was told she 
was married, On returning to Hythe later, Collett gave 
her a certificate of marriage to show to her dying mother. 
Miss Bliss afterwards discovered that Collett had a wife 
and children living, and that the certificate he had given 
her was a forgery. Prisoner absolutely denied taking the 
rirl to a sham registry office. They went into St. Martin’s 
Church, sat Gown and clasped hands, and promised to be 
true to each other. That was all that took place. The 
certificate he had taken from a book purchased by him 
in London while in the girl’s company. The Common 
Serjeant, in passing sentence, said it was impossible to 
conceive a more €erious crime than that of which Collett 
had been guilty. He would go to penal servitude for three 
years. 


Moat Farm.Sold for £1380.—Moat Farm, Claver- 
ing, the scene of the murder of Miss Holland, has just 
been sold by auction in London. The highest bid was one 
of £1380, the purchaser being Mr. Cowley, a farmer of 
Blumsdon, Highworth. It was stated by the auctioneer 
that £1400 was the reserve figure, but that, after com- 
munication with his client, Mr. Cowley’s offer was accepted. 


Divorce Case Finished.—The petition for divorce 
brought by Mr. Taylor, a veterinary surgeon, of Notting- 
ham, which occupied the court several days, was concluded 
on Tuesday afternoon. Without hearing Mr. Deane for 
the petitioner, the jury found that misconduct had been 
committed between the respondent (Mrs. Taylor) and the 
co-respondent (Mr. Boswell). Mr. Justice Bucknill granted 
a decree nisi with costs against the co-rexpondent, and 
gave the petitioner the custody of the child, 


American Extradition Case.—A highly sen- 
rational story was told.at Bow Street Police Court. In 
the dock stood two swarthy natives of Croatia, giving 
the names of Michoyle Tupance and Nicholas Koeber. 
The story of the crime charged against them was shortly 
told by Detective Kelly, of Pittsburg, and it seemed that 
the prisoners were employed with a great number of other 
labourers on the construction of a railway line in Penn- 
sylvania, for which Mr. Ferguson (member of a firm) had 
the contract. It was Mr. Ferguson’s practice to go along 
the line of the work, driving for many miles to various points 
where it was usual to meet the men of different working 
sections and pay them. Necessarily he took with him a large 
sum of money, but he was always accompanied by a clerk, 
and both were armed,as they had to pass through wild and 
often waste districts. On the night.of Sept. 25, when 
driving from one camp to another along the line of the 
works, he was approaching n place called Middletown when 
an explosion of fearful force occurred at a point of the road 
just as the gig with its occupants arrived, and vehicle, 
horse, and the two men were hurled into the air, Mr. 
Ferguson was literally blown to pieces, but his clerk, 
Charles Martin, though seriously injured and rendered 
unconscious for two days, was not fatally hurt. The bag 
containing the money, which it was known Mr. Ferguson 
carried about with him, was afterwards found ripped 
open, and its contents, suid to be about £700, gone. In- 
vestigations made on the spot showed that a shallow trench 
had been cut from a culvert by the side of the road to the 
centre of the path, and that while an electric wire had 
been laid along the trench, an explosive (believed to be 
dynamite) had been placed in the hole in the centre of the 
road, «The operators had an electric battery, which was 
worked from a distance of seventy-five yards from behind 
a hedge hiding them from the road. The prisoners disap- 
peared from thé works and were traced to England. Mr. 


Fenwick said that, having read the papers, he had no | 


option but to order the prisoners to be committed for 
removal to America. 


Royal Artillery’Theatre Burnt Down. —At 
Woolwich last week exciting scenes were witnessed, when 
fire completely destroyed the Royal Artillery Theatre, and 
for some time threatened to spread to the main barrack 
bnildings, which are nearly a quarter of a mile in length. 
The outbreak was discovered shortly after midnight, and 
on thealarm being given the entire garrison, 7000 strong, 
turned out on parade. Good work was done by the 
military fire brigsde prior to the arrival of the town, the 
Arsenal, and the Metropolitan Brigades. Seeing that the 
tneatre was d the men turned their attention to 
preventing the flames from spreading, and in removing 
furniture and other valuable property from the adjoining 
building. In addition to the theatre, the soldiers’ reading- 
room and billiard-room were burnt out. The total loss, 
which amounts to some thousands of pounds, falls on the 
Government, who never insure their buildings. It has not 
yet been discovered how the tire originated.

One of the most extradrdinary 
scenes I ever witnessed was when the chorus at 
Her Majesty’s (the original theatre) came to the 
footlights and asked the audience for charity 
The visitors threw quite a goodly sum upon the 
stage, At the Britannia Theatre it used to be 


the-custom when a popular performer took a 
benefit to throw all sorts of presents upon the 
stage. But the modern souvenir such as Mr. 
Tree lately presented is quite a novelty. 


At the Playgoers’ Club last Sunday Miss 
d'Esterre lectured on the subject, “Why 
Women go to the Theatre.” I imagine because, 
like men, they seek amusement. But Miss 
d’Esterre has' an idea that the ladies wanted to 
get away from real life and to forget it in the 
mimic life of the stage. No doubt many ladies 
do lead very dull lives. The husband has his 
work in the City and comes home weary with 
his commercial experience. Frequently after 
he has dined, Paterfamilias has his ‘‘ forty 
winks ” and asks his wife to play something ou 
the pianoforte or to sing a ballad. “Ob!” 
remarks the lady, ‘‘ I have so much to attend to 
in the household ; servants are so tiresome, and 
children must be looked after. I cannot keep 
up my music.” “ Well, then, my dear, let us 
go to the play,” says a kind-hearted husband. 
I believe that is the simple explanation why 
women go to the theatre, and there is no great 
mystery in the fact. 


Mr. Arthur Bourchier will most likely take 
the lead in Christmas productions, as he play < 
a “trump card” with Dickens's delightful 
‘*Cricket on the Hearth,” once so popular with 
Mr. Toole.

A Useful Chicken Brooder. 


EING asked for a cheaper brooder than the 
one mentioned last week, I can honestly reeom- 
mend the “Cosy,” especially the made of 
metal throughout, which makes it rat-proof. On 
the other hand, the one made with natural wood 

sides ensures ect ventilation, and during the severest 

weather the chickens are as perfectly warm as would 
be under the natural, mother, although the air is never 
confined. For ducklings,. however, or where rats, ure 
feared; the pattern first mentioned is the best. The old- 
fashioned method of rearing chickens in large lots is now 
quite ;discredited by practical poultry-keepers, and we are 
going back to what are termed ‘‘natural’methods.” If 
used in rearers satisfactory results can be relied upon, but 
these brooders may also be used in suitable hen-coops, or 
under sheds, with the best possible results. These brooders 
are made throughout of the best material, and owing tothe 
hot-plate inside, the minimum of heating-power is required. 

The lamp is.used without a chimney, so that there is no fear 

of breakages, and it burns twenty-six hours without filling. 

It is absolutely wind-proof. The brooder answers every 

rpose that a hen does, without the disadvantages of risk. 

t does not pretend to be a heated’ chamber for chickens to 

live in for a}few weeks, but a little centre of warmth, to 

which the chickens can resort as they would to a hen, and 
then run directly into the cold. This is the healthy plan,

and secures suecess. Take the chickens away from the hen 
as soon as hatched, and they soon learn to run in and out of 
the “ Cosy " coop-brooder with great delight. 


Asparagus. 


The beds and rows must now be cleared of the old 
growth, and it is advisable to be careful about the tops 
that are bearing seed, which should not be shaken off on 
to the beds more than possible, as the young seedlings 
become a great nuisance. We have seen many beds liter- 
ally crowded out by these seedlings. When the tops are 
removed and burnt--and burnt they always should be, on 
account of their liability to contain the spores of rust— 
clean up the beds by removing all weeds, and give the beds 
a sowing down with kainit, about 5cwt. to the acre. This 
substance is largely composed of common salt, and this 
and the, potash contained in it'will poth manure the plants 
and clear the land of much insect life. If rust has a red, 
601b. of sulphatezof iron to the acre should -be given, as 
this will do much to destroy the rusting res of disease. 
‘The iron sulphate ( erystals) should be ter 
fine, and be'mixed with three times its own bulk.of groun: 
ehurcoal; the two together make a anti - fungoid 
mixture, - Where there is a fair covering of soil over the 
root#let the beds remain until frost or dry weather comes. 
Then wheel or cart-on manure, and give the usual winter 
covering.

Gladioli. 


Large quantities of these aré grown each season by 
market men for the supply of cut spikes for market. - It 
will not be safe to leave them in the ground much longer, 
says a writer in the Market Gardener. Such varieties ns 
Childsii and the better forms of ganflavensis should be 
lifted first, leaving the Brenchleyensis until last. Our 
gans for many years has been lift the crop on a fine 

ay or'daysif possible, laying the roots in rows along the 
land as lifted. When dried somewhat, and mings the 
day of lifting, we take’ strong twine or rope-yarn, and one 
man or woman goes along and bunches the roots into 
bundles óf about two dozen; another with the string ties 
them into bundles, followed by hands with hand-barrow~, 
who fill. their vehicles and convey to a large store, where 
they are hung up all over the walls and on to hooks or nails 
fixed to the rafters of the shed. So long as the frost is 
kept out the corms are quite sufe. Here the plants hang for 
a couple of months or so, -When wet days or snow come on 
in January there is a job for the hands in cleaning upéthe 
stock. The tops\are cut off andthe corms broken apart, 
as two or more corms have been producrd from one. The 
young corms (sometimes called seales: or spawn) are tnken 
care of for planting in cold frames for fu'ure'stock, The 
corms should be put into boxes in the varying grades and 
varieties, and be carefully labelled. Of course. where it is 
desired to sell some of the stock the work of cleaning and 
grading may be done as soon as the corms are dry and the 
foliage and stems dried up. Never leave these plants 
in the ground all winter, as in most soils they will be 
destroyed.
